THEY TRIED TO SKATE ON THIN 


ICE 


NORTH 
EASTON, Mass.. Dec. 7.— 


In attempting to skate on thin Ice yes- 
terday two young girls, Ethel, aged 11, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Charles An- 
derson, and Martha, aged 10, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. 
John 
A. Anderson, 


broke through and 
were 
drowned. 


With the girls were Harold and Au- 
brey Fcnwlck. aged 10 and S years, re- 
spectively, sons of Mr. and Mrs Wil- 
.liam.Fenwick. The children went to- 
gether to the pond of the Ames Shovel 
works, a short distance from 
their 


homes on Mechanic street, early last 
evening. The ice was thin where they 
tfent and nil with the 
exception 
of 


Aubrey, the youngest of the party, 
broke through -when they were but a 
short distance from the shore. 


Aubrey shouted for help and several 


men ran to the rescue. 
Among them 


was C. A. Montgomery, who secured a 
plank and with the airt of others pulled

Meanwhile, young Aubrey, in his ex- 
citement, had ventured too near the 
edge of the Ice and hart also fallen in. 
He wns rescued nnti taken with the
